OHIO FARMERS 


Will Henlixc llut Littlo This Year—Vests 


«n»i Floods Kaviifre Their FU'hl*. 


COLUMHUS, 0., Aug. S.—Th* state 


board of agriculture issued its crop 
bulletin for August I Friday. 
It says: 


Since the last report, July 1, most dis- 
astrous results have befallen the grain 
crops, and not a little damage to the 
potato crop. Oats, which showed such 
flattering1 prospects on an increased 
acreage, have in many portions of the 
state been ruined or very badly dam- 
acred by incessant rains. The sheaves 
in the fields arc rotting and will be 
worthless for market, while much has 
not been cut, it being- impassible to get 
a binder into the fields. 
The estimate 


of the crop is Si per cent acrainst 101 
last month. A large quantity of the 
very short wheat crop had not g-one in- 
to the barns or stack when the rains 
came on, and all standing in the sheaf 
is damaged and much of it ruined. It 
is sprouted and the sheaves are green. 
The average condition is -11 per cent., a 
further reduction of four points since 
July I. The report closes with these 
words:

The committee retired at once to an- 


other room in the building to prepare 
its cull, Mr. Outhwaite inviting any 
gentleman present who had prepared 
anything in that line to present it to 
the committee. 


The main question of whether or not 


a convention should be called having 
thus been disposed of, the conference 
proceeded to select a local convention, 
and in this Indianapolis won right 
handily. 
The vote resulted as fol- 


lows: Indianapolis 19, Minneapolis 6, 
Louisville 2. 


Gen. John M. Palmer, of Illinois, ar- 


rived in company with his wife at five 
o'clock Friday evening from Lawrence- 
ville, 111., where he had finished argu- 
ing a case at 11 o'clock. It did not 
take him long to take himself com- 
pletely out of consideration as a possi- 
ble candidate for president on the 
sound money ticket.

—It Wont Last Long, 


Speaking of the stench coming up 


from the rotting corn in the bottoms 
and its threatened results as effects the 
public health a well known physician 
says: "All this talk of pestilence is 
bosh. 
We are continually 
hearing 


something about the epidemic of typhoid 
and malaria that followed the summer 
flood of '75. 
There was considerable 


sickness that year but no epidemic or 
pestilence by any means. Heavy rains 
an rank vegitatioii along just before 
frost this way always bring on mias- 
matic condition in the atmosphere, 
there is no occasions for alarm on 
account of tho rotting corn iu the 
bottoms. 
While it is not very pleasant 


it is not as unhealthy as people aro led 
to believe. If we could have two or 
three hot days the sun would dry out 
the fields and that would be tho last of 
the disagreeable odor. The newspaper 
talk of scattering lime in the fields is 
silly and ridiculous. It never was done 
in '75 as we aro being continually told 
and is impracticable unreasonable and 
entirely unnecessary now. 
There is 


nothing to be done. As a preventative 
it might be well for everybody to 
increase their dose of quinine. 
It is 


good, cheap medicine at all times and 
especially efficacious just at this season 
of the year when the air is full of ty- 
phoid and malaria. 
But there is no 


occasion to get alarmed over a little 
smell of rotten corn that will disappear 
in a day or two. Graver conditions lie 
in the proper removal of garbage."

A turn is being taken in tho probate 


court to,establish the guilt, or inno- 
cence, of "Slippery" Tom McKee, the 
alleged powder fiend. The case was 
called for a rehearing from the mayor's 
court, the attorneys for MeKee not 
being satisfied with the decision of 
Mayor Row, who recognized Tom to 
appear in common pleas court uuder 
bond of §3,000. It will be remem 
bored that a rather clear alibi was 
proron for him iu that court, but the 
inayo r regarded it with much suspic- 
ion. 
Notice was given for a rehear- 


ing of the evidence in probate court, 
aud the time set for Thursday after- 
noon. 
It was afterwards posptoued 


and was called this morning at nine 
o'clock. 


In addition to the witnesses appear- 


ing at the previous examination, there 
were a number of other witnessses sub 
poeuaed by both sides to appear in to- 
day's proceedings. From the tedious 
manner in which matters dragged this 
forenoon, the examination will not be 
continued today. McKee's attorneys, 
Messrs. 
McCormick and Funk, are 


fighting the case with a persistency 
that has caused much comment. The 
question 
has 
been asked quite fre- 


quently, and as yet is unanswered, 
"Who is snppliyng the sinews of war 
to carry on this able defense put up in 
behalf of McKee?" Surely the attor- 
neys are not touched by any philanthro- 
pic motives in their efforts to set free 
this outcast, who is without friends', 
influence or money? Somebody is put- 
ting up for McKee and furnishing cash 
to conduct the defensive battle now 
being carried forward so vigorously. 


There is material here for reflection, 


and there may possibly be some sensa- 
tional developments before the final 
trial comes off. 
McKee made a very 


good appearance in court this morning. 
He was fresh from the tub and dressed 
in a new suit of clothes, with white 
shirt and necktie and with clean shaven 
face, looked little like the anarchist 
first locked up in the station housa by 
the psuedo blackberry pickers. 
Good 


clothes and plenty of soap and water 
could not however cover up his hyena- 
faced expression aud movements. 
He 


was quite restless and moved about 
continually. 
Officer Sam Williams sat 


by his side ready to use his always 
handy gun if Tom should make the 
slightest attempt to go free. 
Sam was 


also restless and nervous for fear Tom 
would not try to break out of a win- 
dow and give him a chance to bring 
him down and end the trial. 


Only a half dozen witnesses were ex- 


amined before noon. Nothing of a sen- 
sational character was brought out. 
The most of the time was consumed by 
the attorneys in their wrangling over 
what they considered competent and 
incompetent evidence. 
Judge Osborii 


spoke mildly with them at first, but 
seeing no good effects from his advice, 
was driven to threaten them with a 
fine if they did not choose to conduct 
the case regularly. 


Marshal Watkins was the first wit- 


ness called. His testimony dealt prin- 
cipally with the robbery of the powder 
house, the tracks and note found in 
that neighborhood and the arrest of Mc- 
Kee. 
Attorney Funk gratified his de- 


sire to interrogate by taking the wit- 
ness over autl over the same ground. 
The marshal's testimony was in sub- 
stance the same as given at the prev- 
ious examination in mayor's court. 
The soap wrapper note found in frag- 
ments out near the powder house and 
supposed to have been thrown away 
there by McKee, was read. 
Tho part 


found was deciphered as reading, "The 
police is in and out here all of ,the 
night. 
They are all scared here aiid I 


wish they would get blowed up don't 
you bet." There were two or three 
missing words. The note was from 
Mrs. Basham in the station house to 
Tom in Kentucky. The marshal testi- 
fied that McKeo had admitted to him 
voluntarily and without extortion that 
he was up in the cornfield, but did not 
remember about having the paper. 
Mrs. Basham, however had confessed 
:o writing 
the note. 
The 
defense 


failed to bring out anything that would 
lead the court to believe that anything 
like a confession had boen extorted 
from McKee, either by threats, prom- 
ises or whisky, as was intimated. 


Mr. Richardson, of the firm of Richr-. 


ardson, Nendorfer & Silcos, 
from 


whom powder was^stoTen previous to 
the church explosion, testified as to the 
amount of pawder taken the last time. 
Tho house was broken into twice, the 
first time about three weeks before the 
explosion. 
He did not know how 


much powder was stolen that time, but 
was positive that four twenty-five pound 
kegs of gun powder were taken the sec- 
ond time. There were evidences in 
the disturbed condition of the boxes of 
dynamite to lead the witness to think 
some had been stolen, but could not 
identify the dynamite found at the 
church as that stolen. 
The powder kegs 


had individual marks on them and 
could be easily identified. 
There was 


no nitro-glycerine in the powder house. 


Henry Winter, son of Ohas. Winter, 


who lives almost directly across the 
street from the church, was one of the 
first to arrive at the church after the 
explosion. 
A piece of dynamite three 


inches long and one and one-fourth 
inches in diameter was picked np near 
where the powder was exploded. He 


did cot see anybody about the church 
ttefore the explosion. 
^ 


Geo. 
Williamson, janitor of 
the 


church, identified the cards . hnug ou 
the church before the explosion. On 
cross-examination, it was learned that 
there was choir practice in the church 
that eveniug, which lasted until about 
ten o'clock. The house was locked up 
that night by Rob. Huffman, the organ 
pumper. 


Mrs. 
Jas. Bocook, of Springville, 


Ky., wife of a brother of ex-policemau 
Bocook, was one of the most important 
witnesses called by tho prosecution. 
She testified as to conversations she had 
with McKee, who visited their house 
quite frequently. 
In one of these he 


told her that he had sent over §5 to the 
mayor to pay Mrs. Basham's fiue but 
that it was sent back with the word 
that it would tnko §lo to secure her re- 
lease. Ho then said he would just love 
to blow up the old statiou bouse if Mrs. 
Basham wasn't iu it. 
He would like 


to blow up the old mayor iu the air arid 
would have blown up the shoe factory, 
too, if it hadu't beeu guarded so close. 
Sunday, July 20th, McKee again told 
her (Mrs. Bocook was siuk in bed at 
the time) that his sweetheart, meaning 
Mrs. Basham, had gone back on him, 
and if he got over on this side of the 
river they would give him a free trip 
up Salt river. 
He also repeated on 


that occasion that he would just love 
to blow the whole town up. 
On cross- 


examiuation Mrs. Bocook said McKee 
never said anything to her about the 
church or about stealing powder. She 
did not know the Basham woman. 


Ohas. Lybrook, or Meyers, was the 


first witness called for the defense. 
He is the boy who has been running 
with McKee a great deal aud claims to 
have been with McKee on the night of 
the explosion at the church. 
He was 


one of the most important witnesses 
brought forward by the defense in prov- 
ing the alibi. His testimony today tal- 
lied with that given at the previous ex- 
amination. 
On cross-examination his 


testimony was considerably weakened 
by several conflicting admissions. 


Tom Cooper, of Springville, em- 


ployed at the Burgess mill, testified to 
seeing McKee four weeks ago touight 
on the river bank in front of his house. 
This was an the evening at 8:30. He 
came over the river with the Lybrook 
boy when he brought furniture over to 
sell, but was not positive it was the 
afternoon of the Saturday of the explo- 
sion. 


R. L. Ferguson, 
carpenter 
and 


teacher of music at Flat Hollow, Ky., 
conducted singing school on the Satur- 
day eveniug of the explosion.

The Debtor Nation* of the World Onerpatly 


Taxed to Support tbe Gold Standard. 
The demonetization of silver was 


conceived an'd carried out by the cred- 
itor classes intent on increasing the 
purchasing- power art g-old and thereby 
increasing1 the value of all debts. Just 
as gold has .appreciated and prices 
have fallen, an unjust tribute has been 
lain on all debtors, and this tribute 
the creditor classes have enjoyed. The 
discarding of silver as a money metal, 
leading to the appreciation of gold and 
consequent fall of prices has doubled 
the quantity of produce that we must 
export in payment of interest charges 
to our foreign creditors. 
We are re- 


quired . to give our foreign creditors 
two bushels of wheat aud two pounds 
of cotton where justice requires but 
one. The labor cost of producing- cot- 
ton and wheat has not fallen with the 
fall in price. 
It takes as much ex- 


penditure of labor and energy to raise 
the bushel of wheat and bale of cotton 
to-day as 20 years ago, yet the debt- 
paying- power of wheat and cotton, as 
of commodities in general, has been 
cut in half by the fall in prices, a fall 
due not to cheapening .of production, 
not to any natural increase of compe- 
tition, but to the appreciation of gold. 
And this appreciation of gold has been 
engineered by the creditor classes with 
the purpose of depressing- prices, and 
thus doubling the sacrifice of labor, 
and the products of labor, which their 
debtors must surrender to them in sat- 
isfaction of their debts. 


Thus, when their debtors have re- 


mained solvent the creditor classes 
have been benefited by the fall in 
prices. And in Great Britian the 
money lenders of London, or rather 
the traffickers in credit are all power- 
ful. 
To the creditor classes of Great 


Britain the whole world is in debt to 
an amount estimated by none at less 
tbanS10,000,000,OOOand by some as high 
as 820,000,000,000. 
Some idea of the 


immensity of the indebtedness of the 
rest of world to England can be found 
by a study of the trade statistics of 
Great Uritain. 
As we had occasion to 


state recently, Great 
• Britain's pur- 


chase of commodities for the year 1895 
exdeeded her exports to the value of 
£130,547,093. This 
much more she 


bought than she sold, yet she was not 
called upon to export any gold in pay- 
ment. On the contrary, she imported 
gold to an amount of £14,736,715 in ex- 
cess of her imports. And why? Sim- 
ply because 
the 
world's indebted- 


ness 
to 
London 
on 
account 
of 


interest payments and freight earned 
by 
British 
ship-owners from 
for- 


eig-uers, and representing interest on 
British capital invested in ships and 
placed at the service of others, more 
than offset tbe immense balance of 
£130,547,093 incurred on account of 
purchases made by Great Britain in 
excess of her sales. 
So instead of En- 


gland being- called upon to exportgold 
in payment for her tremendous im- 
ports of merchandise in excess of ex- 
ports the United States and other 
debtor nations, failing to export com- 
modities to a sufficient volume to meet 
their indebtedness in entirety, were 
obliged to send her gold vfor the bal- 
ance. 
Here, then, we have a tribute 


of the debtor nations of the world to 
the creditor classes of Great Britain of 
over 5700,000,000—a sum representing 
at four per cent, interest on a principal 
of 317,500,000,000. 


Such is the tribute the debtor na- 


tions of the world are under to Great 
Britian. The further prices fall, the 
greater will be the number of bushels 
of wheat, of pounds of cotton 
and 


wool and of other products that this 
§700,000,000 of annual tribute will buy 
and the greater to debtor nations will 
be tbe burden of this tribute. 
The ap- 


preciation of gold which has cut prices 
in half has 
in 
effect 
practically 


doAibled this tribute. 


We pay the interest on our foreign 


debt to our British creditors by exports 
of commodities sold in England. 
The 


higher the prices get, the lighter will 
be the=burdensof our indebtedness; and 
the opening of our mints to silver will 
enable our producers to get higher 
prices. 
How? Simply bscause the in- 


creased demand for silver caused by 
the opening of our mints to silver and 
the decreased demand for gold due to 
the throwing upon silver, equally with 
gold, the burden of effecting our ex- 
changes and supporting our credit fab- 
ric, 
would cause the gold-price of 


silver to rise until the parity be- 
tween gold and silver at the old ratio 
would be restored. And, just as silver 
rose, the cost to all gold-using peoples, 
buying in silver-using countries and 
paving with silver, would rise with 
the gold-price in silver or silver ex- 
change which they have to buy and 
send in settlement for purchases made 
in such countries. 


So, just as silver rose, the British 


trader would turn to us to make the 
purchases of cotton and wheat 
other produce he has bought, since the 
demonetization of silver, in ever-en- 
larging volume, from 
couu tries in 


which gold is at a premium as meas- 
ured in their currencies. 
Consqueutly, 


the price our producers could demand 
for their products would increase, and 
just as the prices received for our ex- 
ports rose, the burden of our indebted- 
ness would be lightened. Thus, by 
opening our mints to silver, we can es- 
cape bankruptcy, which, if we adhere 
to the constantly appreciating gold 
standard, is inevitable.—American. 


In the past is no reason why, believing 
as they do, that the restoration of bi- 
metallism can alone bring- renewed 
prosperity, they should stand apart on 
the old issues and refuse to support a 
common candidate standing for the 
free coinage of silver and financial in- 
dependence. 


Partisanship must^be subordinated 


to patriotism. There is no occasion 
for bimetallic democrats, or repub- 
licans, or populists to sacrifice their 
principles, but there is every reason 
why they should not divide their forces 
in the coming campaign on three dis- 
tinct candidates, and by so doing de- 
feat the great and at this time all-im- 
portant question of policy on which 
they are all agreed. 


For bimetallists to array themselves 


into antagonistic groups is to court de- 
feat. There are great differences, it is 
true, between bimetallic democrats, 
republicans and populists over other 
questions of public policy, but when 
they are agreed that the appreciating 
gold standard is undermining our inde- 
pendence, impoverishing our 
people 


and rapidly degrading our wage-earn- 
ing classes to a condition of abject de- 
pendence, of virtual slavery to an 
aristocracy of wealth built up on the 
suffering and poverty of our producing 
classes; when they are agreed that a 
prompt return 
to 
bimetallism 
can ! 


alone check the appreciation of gold 
and stop the disastrous fall in prices 
that is ruining our farmers and manu- 
facturers and reducing our wage-earn- 
ing classes to beggary, and when they 
are agreed that bimetallism can alone 
bring renewed prosperity, why place 
the restoration of bimetallism in jeop- 
ardy because of differences over ques- 
tions of policy that are admittedly sub- 
ordinate to the great question of bfc- 
metallism with which the interests of 
all classes are bound up? 


The restoration of bimetallism ac- 


complished, then democrats, populists 
and republicans who have united their 
forces to bring about bimetallism aud 
to free our people from encroachments 
of the money power and the aggres- 
sions of centralized capital can fight 
out, by the ballot, their 
differences 


over other questions without endanger- 
ing the future of our people. But for 
bimetallists in different parties to di- 
vide and pull at cress purposes at this 
time over issues that, though great in 
themselves, are subordinate to the 
money question, and so regarded by 
the great majority of bimetallists, is 
to place in jeopardy the independence 
of our producing classes.—American.

Free Coinage Would Give UH HlmctaUUm 


in a Practical W»y. 


A goldit* organ trying to reply to 


the assertion that this country is suf- 
fering from a money famine says that 
there is an abundance of money in the 
United States, me.uii-iir by that paper, 
silver, gold and all «.ihes kiuds of cur- 
rency. 
In this it itisfiltu-s its igno- 


rance. The country is s-uft'jring- from a 
famine of standard money, and it, does 
so in common with all the remainder 
of the gold-using world. It makes no 
difference whether there is more gold 
or less in a particular country. The 
trouble is that there is not enough in 
the whole gold-using world taken to- 
gether. It is because prices are meas- 
ured by the whole quantity of gold 
in the gold-using world that they have 
fallen so low, and it is because they 
would be measured by the whole quan- 
tity of gold and silver taken together 
that they would rise if we had bimet- 
allism. 
Free coinage would give us 


bimetallism in a practical way because 
it would restore the pai-ivy between the 
two metals, and it would do so be- 
cause of the great power of this coun- 
try to absorb money. The commerce 
of the United States, foreisrn and do- 
mestic, would create such a demand 
for American silver dollars that they 
would be accepted upon a parity with 
gold everywhere.—Exchange.

On Imported goods, how- 
ever, the duty causes the cost to be much 
higher. For instance. KOld brand bacon costs 
considerably more in Mexico than here. Good 
coffee can be bought for -JO cents per pound. 
The ordinary Mexican family lives on from 3i 
to SO cents a day. Mexico is delighted with her 
free sliver basis, and nothing could induce her 
to exchange it for a gold standard.

time measured in Spanish miller! dol- 
lars. When our own mints were es- 
tablished in 1792 the American dollar 
was made to contain the exact amount 
of pure silver in the Spanish milled 
dollar, and it was made tbe unit of 
value and so remained until the de- 
monetization act of 1S73. That act, 
besides destroying the silver dollar, 
made the gold dollar the unit, and 
thus doubled the value of every debt 
and cut in half the prices of industrial 
products.

Jackion Cropper's Saw Mill Earned This 


Morning, Entailing a I.OSB of 87.0OO. 
The saw mill property of Jackson 


Cropper was destroyed by fire this morn- 
ing about half past 3 o'clock. The fire 
was discovered by watchman Sumner 
Bostwick and its origin is a mystery.
